We need YOU!!! 

Throughout my time as an active member of the Califor- 
nia Native Plant Society, I repeatedly am asked, 'Why 
doesn't CNPS do more about [fill in the blank]?" The 
answer, of course, is that CNPS does not have an exist- 
ence independent of its membership, and the level of 
activity in CNPS depends strictly upon whatever it is that 
individual members are motivated to tackle. Do we want 
field trips? Then someone has to organize and lead field 
trips. Do we want more CNPS evaluation of environmen- 
tal assessments? Then someone has to be willing to 
critically read and comment upon the reports. 

The good news is that the East Bay Chapter has been 
fortunate to have, over the years, an abundance of 
talented and dedicated members who have chosen to 
devote a portion of their time and energies to CNPS, 
thereby making possible our long tradition of field trips, 
plant sales, programs, advocacy, and general outreach 
activities. Some of these contributions of time and energy 
have been truly outstanding, but even modest contribu- 
tions are extremely significant, incrementally adding up 
to the sum total of all that CNPS accomplishes. 

The present time represents an excellent opportunity for 
those of you who would like CNPS to become more 
active, or to ensure that an existing level of activity in 
maintained. Several of our current committee coordina- 
tors have recently moved out of the East Bay or other- 
wise decided to step down, after providing us with years 
of greatly appreciated service. Not only are replacements 
needed for these positions, but now is also an excellent 
time to recruit committee members to work with the 
coordinators, especially in the conservation arena at a 
time when so many threats to our treasured local flora 
are occurring simultaneously throughout the East Bay. 
The full tally of positions for which replacements or 
additional committee members are needed are: 

Bay Leaf co-editor: works with continuing co-editor to 
do editing and lay-out of the monthly Chapter 
newsletter 

* Program chair: lines up and introduces speakers for 
monthly membership meeting (with suggestions often 
provided by other members); prepares description of 
program for Bay Leaf; is responsible for meeting room 
and projection logistics 

* Conservation coordinator: tracks and addresses 
conservation issues affecting native plants throughout 
the East Bay; recruits and coordinates the efforts of 
conservation committee members 

* Conservation committee members: track and address 
specific conservation issues [representation needed 


from all parts of the East Bay, especially outlying 
areas] 

* Membership coordinator: with the assistance of 
recruited volunteers, sets up and staffs membership 
table at Chapter functions and appropriate outreach 
events (e.g., Solano Stroll); sends welcoming letter to 
new members 

Education co-chair: develops appropriate education 
and outreach programs to increase appreciation of 
native plants 

Plant Communities committee member: works with 
Plant Communities coordinator to define and map 
plant communities in the East Bay; advocate protec- 
tion of threatened plant communities [contact Sue 
Bainbridge if interested: 510-548-2918] 

So., you can see that we have LOTS of opportunities!!!

Grassland Student Research Grant 


The Nature Conservancy announces the annual Dr. Oren 
Poliak Memorial Grassland Research Grant. TNC will be 
granting up to $5,000 for assistance to a student to 
conduct research on grasslands in California or southern 
Oregon. Proposed projects should focus on restoration, 
management or basic grassland science, and may include 
research on grassland plants, animals, or community 
ecology. Lncating projects on TNC preserves is desirable 
but not mandatory. Any high school, undergraduate or 
graduate level student needing assistance for the imple- 
mentation of a grassland project may apply. 

The project prospectus should be no longer than two 
pages (single side). Final date for submission is October

Plant Family of the Month 


Simmondsiaceae (jojoba family) 

Look for evergreen, smooth-barked shrubs with simple, 
entire, leathery, opposite leaves. The shrubs are dioe- 
cious. The male flowers are borne in small clusters in 
leaf axils; the female flowers are borne singly in leaf 
axils. Each flower has five green sepals and no petals. 
The male flowers have a variable number of stamens, the 
female flowers a single pistil with a superior, three- 
chambered ovary and three feathery stigmas. The ovary 
ripens into a nutlike, one-seeded capsule. 

This family has a single species, Simmondsia chinensis 
(jojoba or goatnut), a medium-sized shrub restricted to 
the Sonoran Desert of California and adjacent Mexico 
and Arizona. Often jojoba is placed in the boxwood 
family (Buxaceae), of which we have no native species. 
Jojoba seeds are high in an oil whose properties are the 
equal of sperm whale oil, and are edible and nutricious. 
Jojoba has now entered the mainstream economy as an 
ingredient in cosmetics and lotions.

Are you interested in: a) learning more about the Califor- 
nia flora; b) gaining first-hand experience with her- 
barium techniques; c) providing much-needed assistance 
with the specimens that are the raw data on which our 
knowledge of the California flora is based; d) socializing 
with fellow native plant enthusiasts; e) all of the above? 
Then have we got a deal for you! The third Saturday of 
each month is a Group Volunteer Day in the Herbaria at 
the University of California at Berkeley, in which we 
hope to welcome back participants from previous years 
and greet a diversity of new faces. What better way to 
spend those rainy winter weekends! 

Our focus will be chipping away at the unmoimted 
backlog of pressed plant collections, from California and 
around the world, some brand new, some decades old.

Volunteers are desper- 
ately needed to mount, sort, and file these collections, 
and to assist with related projects. No previous her- 
barium experience is necessary, but a level of dexterity 
and attention to detail is valued.
